They participated in a three-way 
funding program coordinated in as- 
sociation with the State Department 
of Education. 

The funding formula divides the 
cost of computerized literacy labs 
between local schools, the Govern- 
or’s Office, and a statewide network 
of business and industry supporters, 
such as the Elba W & E Board and 
AEC. 


During the classroom visit, John- 
son and Mayor Grimes presented a 
plaque to the school stating the Writ- 
ing to Read computer lab is a ah 
from the Elba W & E Board. The 
plaque will be displayed in the lab, 

Writing to Read is a computer- 
assisted reading and writing instruc- 
tional program that combines com- 
puters, audiotapes, and books with 
conventional teaching methods to 
help young students develop their lit- 
eracy skills. 

Through funds contributed by 
AEC and 13 of its Alabama mem- 


ber-owners, 26 city and county ele- 
mentary schools in south and central 
Alabama implemented Writing to 
Read during the 1996-97 school 
year. 

Alabama Electric Cooperative, 
with its headquarters in Andalusia, is 
a generation and transmission coop- 
erative that provides wholesale elec- 
trical power to its four Alabama 
member-municipalities, 12 Alabama 
distribution cooperative members, 
and one industrial distributor 
throughout south and central Ala- 
bama and northwest Florida. 


New Brockton Town Council’s meeting brief

The monthly meeting of the New 


_ Brockton Town Council lasted less 


than twenty minutes Monday eve- 
ning. 

The main items of business was 
setting holiday closing for the town 
and approving payment of the 
monthly bills totalling $31,304.38. 

Mayor Britt Lee commented on 
the amount of the bills noting that 
several loan payments were made as 
well as the first installment on the 
new phone system recently installed 
in city hall. 

Council members approved a 
one-time pay raise for the employees 
of the town as a Christmas bonus. 
Full-time employees will receive 
$50 while part-time emplyees will 
get $25. 

Employees will also be given 
time off Thursday and Friday, De- 
cember 25 & 26, for the Christmas 
holidays and Thursday and Friday, 
January 1 & 2, for the New Year’s 
holiday. 


Mayor Lee made the council 
aware of the pending class action 
lawsuit concerning the collection of 
sales tax within the police jurisdic- 
tion. The suit has been ongoing for 
the past three years. 

The town has been notified that 
its share - thus far - of the legal fees 
is $70. It is possible that the town 
will have to pay up to $1,000 at a lat- 
er date depending on whether or not 
the class action is settled at the 
present time. 

“It’s not a matter of choice it was 
a matter of chance that once the suit 
was filed_all cities were incorporated 
in the lawsuit so we don’t have any 
choice but to pay our share,” said 
Lee. 

Police Chief Charles Driggers re- 
ported that his department has inves- 
tigated 10 complaints, made"! arrest, 
and investigated 3 traffic accidents 
with no injuries. 

Police officers issued 42 traffic 
citations (33 speeding, 1 for driver's 
license revoked, 3 for driver’s li- 
cense suspended, 3 for no driver’s li-

Cole commented that a fulltime 
dispatcher at the police department 
would greatly decrease the total re- 
sponse time of emergency personnel. 

Mayor Lee and Councilman Ron 
McMonagle both stated that this 
problem was being looked at and a 
possible solution was forth coming. 

The possibility of using cellular 
phones (portable models) during the 
times that the radio and phones are 
not being monitored by a person was 
brought up. With this system, the 
phones, when not answered at the 
police station, will automatically roll 
over to the cellular phones. 

McMonagle and Lee said that this 

oblem and possible solution will 
Be looked at by members of the 
council at their next work session. 
Several options, as well as cost, are 
being considered and tested at this 
time. 

Finally, a letter of appreciation 
was shared with the council regard- 
ing the cooperation of the police de- 
partment with the high school offi- 
cials during the past football season.

Now, as the winter season ap- 
proaches, is the time for one to pre- 


pare himself, family, -home, and 
friends for the dangers and hazards a 
winter storm can bring. 

Keep ahead of a winter storm by 
listening to the latest weather warn- 
ings and bulletins on the National 
Oceanic and Atmospheric Adminis- 
tration (NOAA) Weather Radio, lo- 
cal radio and TV stations, or cable 
TV for updates. 

Be alert to changing weather con- 
ditions and avoid unnecessary travel. 

Some areas to be concerned about 
are: 

eCheck battery powered equip- 
ment before the storm arrives. Porta- 
ble radio and/or TV will be useful in 
obtaining weather information, Also 
check emergency cooking facilities 
and flashlights.

Alabama State Troopers step up 
commercial vehicle enforcement 


Alabama State Troopers are 
working to increase highway safety 
in Alabama by stepping up commer- 
cial vehicle enforcement aimed at re- 
ducing traffic crashes involving 
large trucks.

If 
the idea had hit us to go get those logs, which had been in the river for 
many, many years ... we would have gotten us a logging chain and 
pulled ‘um out thinking no one cared, just like the bass fishermen pick- 
ing up plastic bottles along the river. Then we would have been facing 
the same big fine, because, at least in our case, it would have been 
from lack of knowledge. After thinking about it for a week now, it is 
probably best the prosecution doesn’t pick this uninformed country 
boy for that jury, not if they expect to get a conviction! 


The experts said there were 32 million Americans who traveled 100 
miles or more for the Thanksgiving holiday. That is a lot of folks, but 
is probably true. A good number of those were on I-65 while we were 
doing our part to make the prediction true. Thankfully, as of Monday 
afternoon we had not heard of any of our friends who helped make an- 
other prediction come true ... the one about how many would die in 
traffic accidents during the holiday season. 


Our Thanksgiving turkey was actually a turducken. Having never 
heard of such a thing, we were looking forward with a mixture of curi- 
osity and apprehension to what our daughter and her chef husband 
were planning to serve us for the noon meal last Thursday. There 
should have been no apprehension, as with most Cajun foods from the 
bayou country, it was good! Now, what is it? Turducken is a turkey, 
stuffed with a duck, which is in turn stuffed with a chicken ... all three 
fowl have been first deboned. A bit of Cajun flavored dressing is add- 
ed'and the whole thing stitched together to look like the original turkey 
and then baked in the oven. When finished it can be sliced, rather than 
carved. Our stuffing was a traditional Thanksgiving bread dressing, but 
with Cajun spices. True to their reputation, the Cajuns apparently use 
whatever is handy, as some use shrimp, crawfish, Cajun sausage, oys- 
ters or broccoli and cheese to stuff the bird (s).

Dear Editor, 

Much media attention has been 
given to a poll released recently by 
the “Pew Research Center for the 
People and the Press” on the subject 
of global warming. 

The poll showed that 73 percent 
of Americans would pay an extra 
nickel per gallon of gas to help com- 
bat global warming, and 60 percent 
stated they would pay up to 25 cents 
more per gallon if it would signifi- 
cantly reduce global warming. 

These poll results appear just as 
world leaders prepare to meet in 
Kyoto, Japan, next month to sign a 
global warming treaty which would 
mandate drastic reductions in the 
emissions of greenhouse gases. 

What has received less attention 
is another finding of the poll that 
only 19 percent of Americans be- 
lieve that poor nations should be ex- 
empted from mandates such as those 
in the Kyoto treaty, while 70 percent 
stated that all countries should have 
to bear an equal burden. 

Unfortunately, this is exactly the 
opposite of what the Kyoto treaty au- 
thorizes. It requires only 36 devel- 
oped nation s- including the U.S. - to 
abide by extremely strict emissions 
standards. Less developed nations 
will not be required to adhere to the 
treaty. They will continue to pollute 
freely, and there will be no signifi- 
cant improvement in the environ- 
ment. 

Even if the treaty were to bind 
every nation, the cost of compliance 
will not be a mere nickel or quarter 
extra per gallon of gas -- some econ- 
omists predict that gasoline prices 
will rise nearly 50 cents per gallon, 
and the cost of most other products 
will increase as well.] 

All this to combat a threat that 
may not even exist. The journal Sci- 
ence, summarizing the available data 
on the subject, reported just this past 
May that “it is not at all clear that 
human activities have begun to 
warm the planet.” 

The American people do not sup- 
port paying enormous costs to fight 
an imaginary environmental crisis, 
while other countries pay nothing. 
Our leaders in Washington shouldn’t 
even be asking them to.

An area lake could soon be re- 
built and the surrounding area trans- 
formed into a new state park, accord- 
ing to Sen. Dwight Adams, 

Officials are seeking to rebuild 
the spillway on Lake Tholocco on 
the Fi. Rucker military reservation. 
Sen, Adams is asking the legislature 
to oe gt $2 million of a pro- 
posed $100 million state parks bond 
issue that will be considered in the 
1998 regular session, which begins 
in January. 

The U.S. Army would be asked to 
transfer the land to the state. 

“IT met with Gov. Fob James and 
Dept. of Conservation Commission- 
er Jim Martin, and they are very sup- 

rtive of restoring the 800-acre 

ake,” said Sen. Adams. 

“This recreational facility would 
provide recreation for our entire area 
and would attract tourists from 
across the Southeast. Visitors could 
go fishing, camping, hiking and pic- 


nicking.” 

_ The lake would be a valued addi- 
tion to the Alabama State Parks sys- 
tem, according to Commissioner 
Martin, 

_ “Sen. Adams and area representa- 
tives deserve a lot of credit for their 
commitment to this project,” said 
Martin. “This is an ideal way to re- 
Store Lake Tholocco to its original 
splendor. The Game and Fish Dept. 
would stock it with fish and it would 
be available to everyone, It’s a feasi- 
ble project and should be done, and 
hopefully officials at Ft. Rucker will 
make the land available.” 

The lake and surrounding land be- 
longed to the Alabama Dept. of Con- 
servation before World War II, but 
was transferred to the Army for con- 
struction of FL. Rucker, 

The lake, named for the Creek In- 
dian name given to Sam Dale, was 
drained several years ago when the 
spillway washed away in a flood.

Even though unemployment tax 
rates for most Alabama employers 
will increase beginning Jan. 1, 1998, 
Alabama’s rates remain among the 
lowest in the nation. 

Dottie Blair Cieszynski, director 
of the Alabama Dept. of Industrial 
Relations, said the minimum tax rate 
will be .35 percent on the first 
$8,000 of wages earned by each em- 
ployee. Approximately 70 percent of 
all Alabama employers are assessed

Rates are determined once a year 


1 and can fluctuate according to the 


level of reserves in the State Unem- 
ployment Compensation Trust Fund 
and other factors. 

Revenue generated by this tax is 
deposited in the State Unemploy- 
ment Compensation Trust Fund, Ms. 
Cieszynski noted, and is used to pay 
unemployment benefits to laid-off 
workers, 


After an unprecedented four years 
on Tax Schedule A, the tax rates for 
next year will use Schedule B. 

“This was expected and should be 
considered normal,” said Ms. Cies- 
zynski. “Schedule A is designed to 
deliberately reduce the level of the 
Trust Fund by paying out more mon- 
ey than is collected. Schedule B is 
designed to break even.” 

There will be an extra .40 percent 
added to the 1998 unemployment in- 
surance tax rates for those employers 
who pay rates higher than the mini- 
mum, and to minimum-rated em- 
ployers who have had benefit charg- 
es during the three fiscal years. 

This is to cover “shared costs,” 
which are unemployment expenses 
which cannot be directly charged to 
any specific employer. The “shared 
costs" assessment for 1997 was .30 
percent. 


Time short for crop insurance 


USDA/Risk Management Agen- 
cy has announced the sales closing 
date for 1998 crop insurance is Dec. 
31, 1997, for potatoes in Alabama 
and north Florida. 

Sales closing dates are significant 
since the sign-up for insurance, 
changing the crop insured or Icvel 
of protection, and changing insu- 
rance providers must be done prior 
to the announced date. Sales closing 
dates vary by crop and location. 

Beginning with the 1998 crop 
year, crop insurance is available ex- 
enayely. through crop insurance 
agents. USDA will continue to sub- 
sidize all policies, establish policy 
terms and conditions, set rates, and 
guarantee funds for payment of ap- 
proved claims. 

Although policies previously ser- 
viced by USDA in 1997 will be 
transferred randomly from USDA to 
insurance companies, producers 
have the right to choose their own 
agent prior to the sales closing date 
for the insured crop. 

To ensure that all producers are 
served, insurance companies are re- 
quired to insure all eligible crops, 
and provide all levels of coverage in 
the states in which they operate. 

Producers are encouraged to con-

Feeding horses in cold weather in Coffee County 


In general, horses easily cope 
with cold temperatures. In early 
winter a mature, healthy horse is 
comfortable at 30 degrees F. 

After the horse develops a full 
haircoat (about one inch long) and 
its skin thickens slightly, it can be 
comfortable at 15 degrees F, 

Young horses, thin horses and 
horses which are kept in a barn that 
have not developed winter hardiness 
may be cold at 30 to 40 degrees F, 
Wet or windy days can decrease the 
insulating ability of the horse's hair- 
coat so that the horse may feel cold 
at higher temperatures, 

Because weather temperatures in 
Coffee County often change over- 
night from warm to very cold, hors- 
es often may not have time to accli- 
mate to cold temperatures, 

Horse owners can help their hors- 
es remain comfortable throughout 
winter by slightly changing feeding 
management during cold tempera- 
tures, 

Horses require more feed during 
cold weather because they will uti- 
lize energy to maintain their body 
temperature, In general, they should 
receive 15 percent more feed for 
every 10 degrees F below freezing, 

The extra feed should be in the 
form of good to high quality rough- 
age rather than grain. Roughages 
provide more heat than grains be- 
cause roughages are fermented and 
digested in the horse’s intestinal 
tract while grains are mainly digest- 
ed, Fermentation produces more 
heat than digestion alone, and it is a 
slower process than digestion, so the 
heat lasts longer. 

Additioally, roughages take long- 
er to eat than grains, and the slight 
activity helps the horse stay warm, 

If possible, horse owners should 
try to feed their horses several hours 
before a winter storm rather than 
during the storm, Digestion increas- 
es blood flow to the horse's internal 
organs and decreases blood to the 
extremities and muscles, reducing 
the horse’s ability to stay warm. 

Fresh, clean water should be 
available to horses during winter. 
On cold, dry days, the horse loses a 
large amount of water through respi- 
ration, This water must be replaced 
to keep the horse healthy. 

Although the horse’s water con- 
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sumption will decrease during cold 
weather, the horse will still drink 8 - 
12 gallons of water daily. 

uring sudden onset of cold 
weather, they may not drink enough 
water to keep their digestive system 


functioning well, resulting in impac- 


tion colic.

Horse owners may need to offer 
horses warmed (50-60 degrees) wa- 
ter during extremely col tempera- 
tures to pig drinking. Normal- 
ly, they drink after they eat hay and 
grain, so water should be offered (or 
ice broken on water troughs) after 
they are fed,

Dealing with the Holiday Gift List 

The holidays are just around the 
comer and many children are al- 
ready writing their holiday gift lists, 
Those lists can be hard for parents 
to deal with, especially if money is 
tight or if the lists include items par- 
ents feel are inappropriate. 

So how do parents handle these 
challenges? 

First, parents should discuss the 
lists with their children. This can 

ive parents clues to gifts that do fit 
in the family budget and satisfy chil- 
dren's basic interests.

Many parents 
don’t like their children to play with 
toy guns, knives and the like, Even 
though children know these rules, 
they may still ask for them. 

During your talk, some children, 
especially younger boys, may coun- 
ter that Santa will bring that toy. 
One possible response is that Santa 
does not bring toys he knows par- 
ents are not comfortble with. 

When the gift opening festivities 
actually arrive, wish lists become 
less important to children than their 
excitement at finding thoughtfully 
chosen gifts sensitive to their age 
and interests. 

If children do ask why a particu- 
lar gift is not under the tree, talk 
with them and give understanding 
messages.

Healthy holiday eating 


Eating healthy is often hard to do 
during holidays. There’s too many 
sweets tempting us all. You can still 
enjoy these treats - the key is moder- 
ation and balance. 

Here are some tips to get you 
through those deliciously tempting 
times. 

If you are planning to attend a 
dinner party in the evening, prepare 
in advance, Eat small, lower calorie 
meals during the day so you can 
have a special treat later. Eat a 
healthy snack right before the party 
so you won’t eat too much when you 
get to the party. = 

Offer to make a dessert or food 
item for the party you are attending. 
Then use a low-fat recipe to make 
the item. aa 

At the party, make only one trip 
to the food table and be selective 
about the foods you choose, Get 
small helpings of food; often all you 
need is a little taste to satisfy a crav- 
ing or your curiosity. : 

If your host insists you get second 
servings, try to get smaller servings 
both the first and second time. This 
way, you are still eating a “normal” 
size rather than double the food. 

When choosing which food to 
eat, avoid fried foods and get more 
of breads, fruits and vegetables. If 
you are having vegetables with a dip 
sauce, get enough dip on your vege- 
table to lightly cover the end, 
Choose skinless white meat of chick- 
en. It has less fat and calories than 
dark meat. 

Eating a roll is fine -- eat it with 
very little or no margarine or butter.- 

Finally, a word of advice to those 
trying to lose weight during the holi- 
day season -- be realistic: losin 
weight is hard to do during this time 
of year. A better goal is to aim to 
keep your weight as it is and not 
gain any more.

Most of the meeting involved 
housekeeping chores and appoint- 
ments. 

Commissioners “cleaned up” the 
wording on the motion made at the 
last meeting to patch the parking lot 
at the Enterprise YMCA complex.

Commission Chairman Robert 
Stephens presented a recommenda- 
tion from Probate Judge William O.

Nell Harvison, who is the present 
chief clerk in the Elba office, has an- 
nounced her retirement. 

Probate Judge Gammill noted in 
his written recommendation that

‘ence and management abilities I re- 


quested that his starting salary be 
$24,000.00 per year.” 

The judge further stated that Ed- 
monson’s employment would began 


‘on January 1, 1998 and because of 


Harvison’s accrued vacation time, 
there will be approximately 3 


months of overlapping employment 
of the clerks - Harvison and Ed- 
mondson. 

Stephens commented, “There are 
two positions in the county which re- 
quire - by law - the approval of the

Williams was working in his 
chicken houses when he was hit in 
the lower abdomen by a bullet, He 
died after being taken to Mizell Me- 
morial Hospital in Opp. 

The chicken houses are located 
on Covington County Road 91 just 
past the intersection of Co, Rd. 89 in 
the Beulah Community just west of 
Kinston, AL, 

Law enforcement officials inves- 


tigating the incident theorized that a 
person(s] was shooting at a stop sign 
at the intersection located more than 
400 yards from the chicken houses 
when a stray bullet struck Williams. 

Several holes were found in the 
stop sign and cartridge casings were 
found nearby, 

The governor's office has offered 
a $5,000 reward for any information 
leading to the arrest and conviction 
of the individual and/or individuals 
involved in the crime.
